The sky was 
elear and bright; and the rain of the preceding 
day having been succeeded by a bracing frost, 
every thing around wore an aspect widely diffe- 
pent from that which it presented when—weary 
ar * half famishbed, and shivering in my saturated 
, garments—I first arrived at my present habita- 
tien, The roads, which then wore the appear- 
ance of mere tracks across a marsh, were now 
hard and firm; and the face of the country— 
thouch, in general, bleak aud desolate enough 
—was, at least, less bleak and less desolate than 
it seemed to be, when examined through the veil 
of a heavy and wenmtermittng shower. [ saw 
too, for the first time, that the brigade to which 
I waa attached inhab.ted about h ilf-a-dozen ho- 
vels, seatiered at some distance the one from the 
ether, on the north exle of the Ayueda; and I 
bebeld that remantic stream rolling in all the 
; “phayesty of a swollen torrent, and shaping against 
the rough and precipitous rocks which tormed its 
Speaks. Directly opposite to me stood the town 
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of Ciudad Rodrigo, placed ‘upon one of the three 
hills which alone break in upon the sameness of 
the plain, standing, even in its ruins, with an air 
of eg mejesty, above the widely extended 
flat which, on all hands, begirt it. But the ob- 
ject which most forcibly attracted my attention 
was the parade of the several corps of the divi- 
sion which were already beginning to assemble. 
I knew not for what purpose this muster was go- 
ing on: my fertile imagination readily conjured 
up & picture of advancing columns of the enemy, 
and a threatened engagement; so I made all 
haste possible in completing my toilet, and hur- 
ried furth to take my station. 

On reaching the parade ground, I heard that 
this was the day appointed for the funeral of 
General Crawfurd, and that the whole of his 
division had been commanded to pay the last 
tribute of respect to his much honoured remains. 
The individual who had communicated to me 
this fact had been his Aid-de-camp; and, as he 
happened to be an old acquaintance of my own, 
he very readily complied with my entreaty to be 
made acquainted with all the circumstances 
which attended the death of his lamented chief. 
It appeared that General Crawfurd’s division 
having been appomted to storm the smaller 
breach—formed by the fall of a round tower 
opposite to the Convent of St. Francisco—ad- 
vanced at the appointed hour, under its gallant 
leader, and made good, with, comparatively 
speaking. little loss, a lodgement on the summit 
of the rampart. Among the number of those, 
however, whose, career of glory was then cut 
short, poor Crawfurd himself happened to be 
included. He was atthe head of the column, 
at once directing and animating his people, 
when a musket “ball took his Icft arm, and, 
eps into the side, lodged in his lungs.— 
‘or a moment he struggled, as it were, with the 
weakness of humanity, and strove to head his | 
brave followers as he had hitherto done; but 
the effort was fruitless. He failed, and fell 
back into the arms of one of the soldiers. He 
was instantly carried to the rear, where the 
medical attendants bled him twice, and he ap- 
peared to derive benefit fromthe operation. In 
the mean while the contest was going on with 
great obstinacy, and my informant could not, 
of course, abandon it; but as soon as the town 
was carried, and every thing like fighting ceas- 
ed, he hurried off to attend the General. The 
latter was then in a heavy, death-like slumber, 
into which, soon after the bleeding, he had 
fallen, and from which he did not awake till 
long after the dawn of the 20th. But he awoke 
with no favourable symptoms about him; and it 
soon became evident, as well to the surgeons as 
to his friends who watched beside his pallet, 
that all hope of recovery was futile. 

I have reason to believe that General Craw- 
furd himself, from the instant of receiving his 
wound, never entertained an idea of recovery.— 
On the contrary, wlien General Stewart, who re- 
mained with him like a brother, and his other 
attendants would have flattered him, by talking 
of future operations, he only shook his head, 
and replied in a feeble voice, that his futurity, 
at least upon earth, would be of short duration; 
and so it proved to be. Little change took 
place during the 21st and 22d; he suffered, both 
then and previously, internal agony; but on the 
23d the pain was abated, and his anxious friends 
fondly persuaded themselves that this was a 
symptom of the recovery for which they wished, 
rather than hoped. The case was widely diffe- 
rent: he spoke, indeed, from that moment, with 
greater composure and apparent ease; but his 
conversation was now what it had ever been, 
even during the paroxysms of his suffering, of 
his wife i children. He repeatedly entreated 
his aid-de-camp to inform his wife that ‘* he was 
sure they would meet in heaven;’’ and that 
there was a Providence over all, which never 
yet forsook, and never would forsake, the sol- 
dier’s widow and orphans. ‘Thus passed the 
moments till about two o’clock in the morning 
of the 24th, when, for the first time since the 
night of the 19th, he fell into a slumber. From 
that slumber he never awoke, but, like an infant 
at the breast of its mother, he dozed calmly and 
beautifully into ¢ternity. 

I have said that among the generals of divi- 
sion and brigade in the army, none were moro 
beloved or more respected by the officers and 
men placed immediately under his command, 
than General Crawfurd. In saying this 1 did but 
meagre justice, either to his merits, or to the 
good sense and correct judgment of the army at 
large. Of the place which he held in the esti- 
mation of the commander-in-chief, it will be un- 
necessary to speak, when I mention that to 
Crawfurd, though only a brigadicr-general, was 
entrusted the guidance of a division, more than 
all the rest requiring at its head an officer of 
activity of body and intelligence of mind. Craw- 
furd, on every occasion, commanded the ad- 
vance of the army in pursuits, its rear-guard in 
retreats, its out-posts when in position, and its 
detached corps, when such, by any chance, was 
needed: nor in any of these situations did he 
ever fail to earn the decided approbation of 
Lord Weliington. This was known throughout 
the army; and the man himself was, in conse- 
quence, regarded as one of those who, should 
circumstances ever place him in a situation of 
distinct responsibility and trust, would unques- 
tionably add to the renown which the British 
troops had already acquired. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it was to be expected that the 
deepest sorrow would every where be felt, when 
his premature death came to be known; and it 
was determined, in order to mark the sonse en- 
tertained of his extraordinary merits as an offi- 
cer and a man, that a sort of public funeral 
should be given to him. 

I need not remind you, that when a man dies 
as poor Crawfurd died, nobody dreams of keep- 
ing the cerpse, for form’s sake, any longer than 
the arrangements deemed necessary for its in- 
terment may require. As soon as the fatal issue 
of his illness became apparent, directions were 
given to the artificers to prepare his coffin, and 
he was laid in that, his last bed, on the evening 
of the same day in which his heroic spirit quitted 
the body. In the mean while orders were issued

cession met his fate, where we found that a 
grave had been dug for him, and that he was 
destined to sleep, till the last trumpet should 
rouse him, on the spot where his career of earth- 
ly glory had come to a close. Never have I be- 
held a more striking or melancholy spectacle.— 
The regiment being formed into close columns 
of battalions, took post as they best could 
about the grave, towards which the coffin, 
headed by a chaplain, advanced. At this 
moment the military music ceased, and no 
sound could be heard except the voice of the 
clergyman, who faltered forth, rather than read 
the solemn declaration, ‘I am the resurrection 
and the life.*’ Arrived at the brink of the se- 
pulchre the procession paused, and the shell was 
rested upon the pend: and then [ could dis- 
tinctly perceive that, among the six rugged ve- 
terans who had borne it, there was not a dry 
eye, and that even of the privates who looked 
on, there were few who manifested not signs of 
sorrow, such as men are accustomed to exhibit 
only when they lose a parent or a child. 

The few striking sentences having been read, 
which that most affecting of all rituals, the fu- 
neral service of the church of England requires, 
the body was lowered into the grave, and *‘dust”’ 
was committed ‘‘to dust,’ and “ashes to ashes.’’ 
This part of the ceremony being concluded, there 
followed that salute, both of artillery and muskets 
ry, which the rank of the deceased required; and 
then, the corps being once more formed into 
marching order filed back to their several conton- 
ments. But the scene of deep melancholy which 
pervaded every breast during the continuance of 
the ceremony, could not wholly evaporate as 
soon as the ceremony itself came toa close. 
Even I, to whom the merits of the deceased 
were known only by a common report, could not, 
all at once, shake off the painful impression 
which a contemplation of the real griefs of 
others had produced; and, as I perceived no one 
to be more light-hearted than myself among all 
my acquaintances, I found no inducement to 
follow up the schemes of amusement which I 
had chalked out for myself during the preceding 
evening. It had been determined that several 
of my freinds should initiate me into the myste- 
ries of warfare, by guiding me this day through 
the town and fortress of Rodrigo; but the busi- 
ness of the morning was of a nature well calcu- 
lated to strike at the root of all merely pleasu- 
rable arrangements, and the appointments—into 
which each and all had, with so much. eager- 
ness, entered only a few hours before—were ei- 
ther forgotten or disregarded. Instead of visit- 
ing the town, we wandered about in little 
groups of two and three during the remainder of 
that day, some in the immediate vicinity of 
their quarters, others along the margin of the 
Agaeda: and we retired to our several billets, in 
the evening, as melancholy and dejected as if 
each were mourning the loss of some much 
loved relative.

MANSION HOUSE, 

The master of the Aldgate workhouse appeared at the 
Justice-room, with a bandage round his head, having 
deeply incurred the displeasure of one of the paupers, § 
who, in revenge, beat him desperately. The master 
or some time, it appeared, had perceived a spirit of im- 

mation amongst the inmates of the workhouse, 
and was astonished to find that, notwithstanding the 
strict watching over their morals, and the measures ta- 
ken for preventing the introduction of gin into the work- 
house, they managed to get drunk. As might be ex- 
pected, the gin inflamed more passions than one, and it 
was ascertained that a female pauper had secretly quit- 
ted the side of the building appropriated to her sex, and 
was engaged in close conversation with a male depen- 
dent upon parish bounty. The master, of course, inter- 
posed his authority, and ordered the woman to her pro- 
per place, a liberty which was instantly resented by her 
we pee who knocked him down, and kicked him vio- 
ently about the head and body. Measures were taken 
to put a stop to this rebellious feeling, which seemed to 
have pervaded the whole workhouse, men, women, and 
children, The assailant was taken into custody; and 
William Lamb, messenger to the panpers, was soon after 
detecied in conveying to some of the most refractory 
seven small bottles, filled with that which paupers of 
both sexes most delight in—the prohibited cordial. 
‘The Lord Mayor said, that it was an injustice to the 
really distressed to keep in the workhouse persons who 
could afford to purchase gin. 
The Master said he had repeatedly cautioned the mes- 
senger not to pers Lg into the house. When the in- 
mates got hold of the gin bottle, there was no such thing 
as controling them; there was nothing to be heard but 
fighting and cursing and swearing. 
The Lord Mayor asked the messenger, who is himself 
& pauper, what cou!d have led him to take such quanti- 
ties of gin as made his companioas drunk. 

Messenger. —Oh, your lordship, they beerged so hard 
of me to bring in a drop that I couldn't help it. They 
told me they were ail so sick, that if they did’nt get gin 
they would never get over it (a laugh.) 

‘he Lord Mayor.—That does not justify you; they 
might have done dreadful mischief. 

The Master said that in cases of necessity spirits were 
always allowed, as well as medicine, and the messenger 
knew that perfectly well. 

Messenger.—But if I had’nt brought in gin now and 
then, your Vorsbip, I could never live in ce with 
‘em; they’d swear at me so, your V ip, that I 
would’nt be able to sleep a wink (laughter.) You never 
knowed any thing like their language. 
The Lord Mayor.—What! both men and women ?— 
Messenger.—Lord bless you, yes; the voraen’s the vorst. 
If I wouldn’t fetch them in a drop of max, they would 
curse me off my legs. I’m obliged to do it, your Vor 
ship—but poor creeturs! they gets it but seldom. 
le Lord Mayor.—You must go to Bridewell for 
this—the mischief to which you are accessory is very 
eat. 
Wein er.—What was I to do? They pays me 
wages, and when they are sick iw the stomach a’ut ow 
to have nothing to comfort ’em ?7—If they gets a lit 
tossicated it’s because their stomachs are empty. 

The Master refuted this attack upon the workhouse, 
and said, that if it had not been for the gin, which 
brought many of the unfortunate paupers to their pre- 
sent condition, there would be no disturbance whatever 
among them. 3 
‘The assailant was then committed in default of bail, 
and the messenger was sent to Bridewell for a month.

LETTERS FROM PARIS. 


The Cemetry of Pere la Chaise—Hospita! de la Sal 
triere—Excessive number of H viaale m Pa 
Births and Deaths—Ilegitimate Children and Foand- 
linge—Hotel des Lnvalides—Ste. Genevieve-—Notre 
Dame—Hotel Dieu—Palais de Justice. 

Paris, Aprit 19, 1826.—I have just return- 
ed from a long and interesting ramble, and in- 
tend to give you an account of the places I have 
seen in the order in which I visitedthem. My 
first and principal object when I set out was the 
far-famed Cemetery of Pere la Chaise. I had 
felt a great curiosity to sed this unique burial 
place, and my expectations have been more than 
answered by its remarkable beauty and its va- 
ned sources of interest. 

The Cemetry 1s situated on a hill just outside 
the city, and at its easternextremity. I had ac- 
cordingly to traverse nearly the whole length of 
Paris, which I did by the line of the interior 
boulevards. I came to the outer boulevards at 
the Barriere des Amandiers, and, a little beyond, 
found the gates of Pere la Chaise. Several wo- 
men were sitting there with baskets full of the 
small yellow flower called everlasting, which 
they were employed in making into chaplets; I 
soon found that these chaplets were bought by 
inourners Who came to visit the tombs of their 
friends, and who gratitied their affection and 
soothed their griet by hanging upon the mo- 
numents these emblems of unmortality. As if 
to show the inadequacy of any thing in this 
world to typify immortality, the chaplets soon 
lose their golden hue when exposed to the wea- 
ther; but still the bereaved testify the constancy 
of their atiection by renewing them, till either 
the sentiment loses its freshness, like the flow- 
ers, by exposure to the storms of life, or the 
faithful mourner is himself lamented, and an- 
other monument is raised to the withering hopes 
and inevitable doom of humanity. 

The Cemetry is very extensive, comprehend- 
ing within its walls ninety acres, and it occupies 
the side and summit of one of the small hills 
near Paris, so 3s to command a view of the 
whole city and of the country for many miles 
round. In the time of Louis XIV. this place 
formed the pleasure-grounds of the Pere la 
Chaise, confessor to that Monarch, and it was 
only in 1504 that it was appropriated as a pub- 
lic burial place. The style in which it was ori- 
ginally laid out, has not, I believe, been mate- 
rially altered: the plantations, the grassplots, 
and the serpentine walks remain, wad though a 
vast number of monuments have been raised 
here, they are in a great measure hidden, till 
you come near them, by the trees with which 
they are surrounded. Nearly every plot of 
ground purchased as a grave is planted by the 
owner with ever-greens and fragrant and flower- 
ing shrubs. The funereal cyprese, the weeping 
willow, the home-inspiring arbor vita, the acacia, 
the rose, the arbutus, and many other plants and 
flowers decorate these abodes of the dead. 


I wandered for two or three hours among the 
tombs, reading the inscriptions, and admiring 
the taste displayed in the monuments. The 
material of most of the monuments is white 
marble, and their shares are endlessly diversi- 
fied,—from the small column or urn, inscribed, 
‘*A notre chere mere’’—‘‘A notre bonne et belle 
seur or bearing some other simple tribute of af- 
fection to the lofty and severe obeiisk which 
marks the resting place of the hero, or the ar- 
chitectural cenotaph raised over the grave of 
the wealthy. In one corner of the cemetry is 
the ancient Gothic monument of Abelard, and 
Heloise, who died nearly seven centuries ago, 
and were buried in the same tomb; it has been 
removed here from the Paraclete, the monaste- 
ry founded by Abelard, and of which Heloise

was the first Abbess. I found the sepulchre of 
the unfortunate Labedoyere, that of Marshall 
Ney (graced by no monument), those of Mas- 
sena, Killermann, Lefebyre, Cambaceres, Da- 
voust, Volney, Mrs. Jordan, and of many other 
distinguished or remarkable persons. One part 
ofthe ground is appropriated to Protestants, 
and there are two handsome chapels in the 
midst of the Cemetry, in one of which the fune- 
ral service is performed for Catholics, and in the 
other for Protestants. Whilst I was there, the 
corpse of a soldier was interred, and his comrades 
fired volleys over his tomb. One part of the 
ground, called the fosse commune, is dug in long 
trenches, where the bodies of the poor are buried 
as close as they can be placed; and in another 
part grav«s are sold, or rather let, whieh revert 
to the public in ten years. 

This beautiful and picturesque Cemetry forms 
the strongest contrast with the overcrowded and 
noisome church-yards so common in the large 
towns of England. Inthe latter not a tree, and 
scarcely a blade of grass is to be seen: the ground 
is entirely covered with flat grave-stones, and 
the over-filled graves and scattered bones make 
the place appear to teem with corruption. How 
different the sweetly shaded tombs of Pere la 
Chaise! And how different must be the feelings 
of the friends who bury their dead in the two 

laces! In the former their minds are revolted 

y allthe horrors of the charnel-house; whilst 
in the latter, a peaceful sod, a shading tree, odo- 
riferous shrubs and flowers, and a secluded and 
beautiful situation, combine to soothe the 
wounded feelings. In both cases the beloved | 
object is left behind, and the heart of the 
mourner is wrung; but in the one case disgust is 
added to sadness, and in the other a tone of 
pleasing. tenderness is given to the imagination, 
and balm is poured into the afflicted soul. 

From the Cemetry I walked down to the 
Place de la Bastille, where formerly stood the 
fortress so deservedly odious to the Parisians 
from the purposes of tyranny and revenge it was 
made to answer, and the demolitien of which 
was one of the first and most justifiable acts of 
the revolution. The model of a colossal elo- 
phant is to be seen here, in a wooden erection 
made for the purpose; in the time of Napoleon, 
it was intended to cast this stupendous figure in 
bronze, and to put it in the centre of the Place 
de la Bastille, making it serve the purpose of a 
fountain, which was to be thrown up out of the 
elephant’s trunk. But either the expense of the 
work, or its association with the name of Napo- 
leon, has caused the design to be abandoned. 

Crossing the Seine by the iron-bridge, for- 
merly called the Pont d’ Austerlitz, but now the 
Pont du Jurdin du Roi, | went to the Hospital 
de la Salpetriere, one of the largest hospita!s in 
Paris, founded by Louis XIV. and appropriated 
to the reception of poor and infirm women. It

every thing that can be needed by the inhabi- 
tants of this little town. 

I may take this opportunity to say a few 
words on the numerous Aopt and hospices of 
Paris. No city is so well provided with these 
Institutions; indeed I am disposed to think that 
they are almost im excess, and that they hold 
out a temptation to improvidence and vice. It 
seems scarcely credible, yet it is an i 
fact, that one-third of the imhabitants of Pare 
die in hospitals: it is equally true, that more 
than one-third of the ebildren born in the city 
are illegitimate, half of which number are born 
im the hospitals: that seven-ninths of the ilegi> 
timate children are not owned by their parents; 
and thz.t five thousand foundlings, being one-fifth 
of all ‘he children born in Paris, are received, on 
the average, every year, at the Héspice des 
Enfons Trouves.* ‘These facts, which rest on 
the nost unquestionable evidence, present a 
frightful picture of human vice and misery: and 
though no doubt much suffering is prevented or 
relieved by the hospitals, yet vice and cruelty 
may be encouraged by the prémpiness with 
which their disagreeable effects are obviated. 
It is surely impossible that between one-third 
and one-fourth of the whole number of children 
born in Paris should not be owned, and that ene 
fifth should be positively abandoned m the ° 
streets, if there were not too great a facility ia 
receiving them ito the hospital, and extreme 
negligence in searching for their unnatura) pa- 
rents. Ia the Hospital de Salpetriere I saw 
many women who appeared te be capable of 
working 0 as to support themselves, and there 
were probably many others whose friends were 
able to support them. To receive these indivi- 
duals into the hospital might relieve them from 
some care and suflering, but it would ia all pro- 
bability encourage others to dispense with the 
frugality by which they might secure a provision 
for their old age, and would be an inducement 
to friends to escape from the discharge of their 
duties by thrusting their relations into the bos- 
ital. To relieve inevitable suffering is 
faonates but to offer a remedy tor aif Gwen 
which prudence or industry might have averted 
or may still repair, isto take away the main 
spring of human action, and the most potent 
dissuasive from vicious practices. The beat‘and 
kindest lesson which can be taught the poor ‘is 
that their comfort depends oa their own good 
conduct.

EXECUTION. 

Yesterday morning, Dec. 1, at the usual hour 
of execution, Thomas Higgins, aged 54, and 
James Harpure, aged 22 years, were hanged in 
front of Newgate, in pursuance of their senten- 
ces. The immense crowds which-had congre- 
gated in the “id Bailey had evidently been at- 
tracted to the spot in expectation of seeing the 
termination of the Rev. Peter Fenn’s mortal ca- 
reer; but a communication arrived on the pre- 
ceding evening at Newgate, from the Secretary 
of State’s Oflice, granting him a respite for a 
fortnight. _When the respite arrived at New- 
gate, between five and six o’clock, the Rev. Dr. 
Cotton, the Ordinary of the Gaol, immediately 
went to the condemned cell, and communicated 
the fact to the unhappy convict, who raised his 
hands, and ejnculated, 

** Praise be to God for this act of grace and 
mercy.’’ 

The culprit, Higgins, it will be remembered, 
was a fishmonger, residing at the corner of Wal- 
ker’s court, Upper Saint, Martin’s lane. He 
was convicted under Lord Ellenborough’s Act 
of maliciously cutting and maiming Kendilton 
with « knife. Higgins wasa man of extremely 
violent passions, and domestic infelicity had 
soured his temper. Within the last few days, he 
was deploring his dreadful fate, and he observed, 
“That he had been a lost man ever siace his 
separation from his wife, whom he discovered in 
a situation that left no doubt on his mind of her 
having formed a guilty connexion.’? A number 
of the neighbours of this ill-fated man, who had 
observed a sort of aberration in his mind for some 
time previous to his committing the act which 
cost him his life, memorialized the Secretary of 
State in his behalf, and they used every race Ba 
vour to get a reprieve for him, on the ground of 
insanity; but the application failed, in conse- 
quence of the allegation in the memorial being 
unsupported by medical or any other satisfactory 
evidence. 

Harpure, who was a short, stout, pock-fret- 
ten, sandy-haired, young man, was convicted of 
a burglary near Finsbury. During the afternoon 
service, on Sunday, in the chapel of the Gaol, he 
addressed his fellow-prisoners in the most affect- 
ing terms—he implored them to avoid evil cour- 
ses, and pointed to the commandments, which 
he,intreated them to observe, as the violation of 
them had brought him to an untimely end. 

At ten minutes before eight o’clock, the She- 
riff (Mr. Booth,) the Under-Sheriffs, and other 
Officers, arrived at Newgate. Higgins, being a 
Catholic, was attended by the Rev. Mr. Rolff,a 
Priest of that Religion, who arrived as early as 
six o’clock at the Gaol, and administered the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper and the Holy 
Unction to the culprit, whose apparent contri- 
tion for his offence, and resignation to his fate, 
were surprising. A few minutes before eight 
o’clock, he was pinioned, and took a seat by 
the side of the Priest in the Press-room. He 

made a communication to the Sheriff in'a low 
tone of voice, and that gentleman informed us, 
that the unhappy man was anxious, before he 
left this world, to publicly avow, ‘‘that he bore 
no animosity to Kendillon; that he should die in 
peace with him and all mankind; and that he 
was exceedingly grateful to Kendillon for the ex- 
ertions he had made to save his life.’’ 

Harpure was afterwards brought from the cell 
to the Press-room, and after he was bound (du- 
ring which he spoke not a word,) waiked up to 
Higgins, and they shook hands very heartily.— 
Harpure appeared very penitent, and, on taking 
leave of his fellow culprit, he said, ‘* We shall 
both soon meet before God, I trust.’? Higgins 
replied, “I pray God that we may.”’ 

The clock struck eight, and the men walked 
to the dock, near the Debtors’-door. Higgins 
was placed on the platform, and while the exe- 
cutioner performed his office, the unhappy man 
displayed astonishing fearlessness. Harpure was 
very firm, but his frame shook with a sort of 
convulsion while the rope was being adjusted 
round his neck. The Ordinary read part of the 
funeral service; and on making-a signal, the 
hangman withdrew the bolt, and the drop fell 
and closed their existence. Higgins died almost 
without a struggle; but Harpure was dreadfully 
convulsed for several minutes. 

The grounds on which the respite has been 
granted to the Rev. Peter Fenn are said to be 
these:—He alleged in his memorial to the King, 
that the witness Cooke, upon whose evi- 
dence he was mainly convicted, had com- 
mitted perjury, and that a true bill of in- 
dictment had been found against Cooke, 
which is to be tried in the Court of Common

A lively writer—one of the old contribu- 
tors to the Eptnavren Review, if we recol- 
lect rightly—says that, in reading Sir Charles 
Grandisoa, he always used 'to skip the long 
description of the wedding dresses and the 
procession to the church, until he accident- 
ally discovered that two young ladies, with 
taste enough to be devoted adinirers of 
Ricwarpson, had gbsolutely copied the 
chapter, though each possessed the book. In 
looking through our T.onpon papers it has 
often struck us that the gentleman described 
in the annexed extract from tbe ATLas is 
probably, to many, the most attractive con-

The Court newsman is a personage very little 
attended to by the multitude. His lucubrations, 
although not conceived in rhyme, are neverthe- 
less highly poetical: and the injustice of passing 
him ir. the throng of literary characters has long 
been a subject of astonishment to us. Fiction 
is the proper element of poetry—so it is of the 
Court Circular. Poets delight in investing 
trifles with a romantic interest, so does the Court 
newsman. The only apparent difference be- 
tween Worpsworrtu and the Court newsman is, 
that the former chronicles the small on dits of 
imaginary characters, while the latter records 
the interesting bagatelles of living dukes and 
duchesses. When Wonpsworth writes verses 
upon his child’s pap-spoon, and indulges in an 
e ae stanza for every drop that the awkward 
little innocent loses, how little does he feel the 
close resemblance he bears to the Court news- 
man, who, in tones of similar condolence, an- 
nounces the last accident that befel Lady Pe- 
riwinkle’s brocade, or the stoppage of Lord 
Spout’s carriage at the door of the Opera. It is 
the art of a great genius to elevate little things 
into importance. The Court newsman raises 
petty matters into a lofty interest. If the Kine 
takes a ride to Windsor Park or the Duke of We- 
LINGTON suffers his dinner to cool, vulgar minds 
care very little about either one occurrence or the 
other. Notso the Court newsman: he makes 
the King ride as never King rode before, and 
pronounces a sympathetic sentence over the abat- 
ed heat of the crammed fowl. Should Mr. 
Govutsurn call upon Mr. Husxisson or Mr. 
Husxisson shake hands with Mr. Firzer- 
RALD, the Court newsman goes to work and 
transforms the visit into a trope, and the greet- 
ing into a mysterious embrace. To be sure, the 
common herd of mankind, whose feelings are 
gross and coarse, cannot participate in these 
raptures; they have no notion of the value of 
chronicling Lord Mump’s mode of passing his 
morning, or the Marquis of Quidnunc’s transists 
from tea and toast to the treasury. They can- 
not enter into the spirit of a paragraph upon an 
‘‘arrival’’? or a ‘* departure.’’ They are surly 
dogs, and generally very bilious. We recollect 
an old fellow, of a vinegar aspect, and peculiar- 
ly sharp tone of voice, in a coffee-house one dis- 
mal winter’s evening, exclaiming, after perusing 
the first few lines of the Court Circular, in a 
Newspaper, ‘* Bah!—pooh!—fudge! His Ma- 
jesty took an airing on Wednesday ; now if I took 
an airing every day in the week, they’d never 
print one word about it—bah!’’ But despite 
the old gentleman, the Court newsman is a dis- 
tinguished person, and the trifling mementos 
of kings, dukes, and duchesses, are moro impor- 
tant than the lives and doings of the million. 

















We have heard, and believe thé informa- 
tion to be correct, that not less than six 
hundred persons have applied for the situation 
of naturalist to the proposed exploring ex- 
pedition into the Sourn Seas. The resolu- 
tion adopted unanimously, in the Senxarr, 
requesting the President to inform that 
house of the expence incurred; and the ad- 
ditional amount necessary,—and what 
sums have been transferred to this object 
from the different heads of appropriation for 
the support of the Navy, with the Secretary’s 
authority for making such transfers—was 
prefaced by Mr. Hayne, the mover, with 
the following history of the transaction, 
which he gave to show the motives of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs in directing the 
call. 


He would go no further back than the last 
session. The projector of the enterprise, Mr. 
J. M. Reynolds, then came to Washington, 
bringing with him memorials from sundry indi- 
viduals of highly. respectable standing, resident 
in different States, praying that the Government 
would of itself, or with the assistance of private 
companies, undertake an expedition for the pur- 
pose of exploring the South Seas. ‘These me- 
morials were referred to the Committee on Na- 
val Affairs, in the House of . Representatives.— 
That Committee addressed inquiries to the Se- 
cretary of the Navy, relative to the objects and 
means of such an enterprise. From the reply of 
the Secretary, which he held in his hand, he 
read some extracts. The Secretary recommen- 
ded that the expedition should neither be large 


on this point. Ifthe enterprise were undertaken 
an-appropriation of about fifty thousand dollars 
should be made to the object, which appropria- 
tion would limit the expenses, without any other 
provision. Certain naval officers, he said, would 
be detailed for the service, and the Department

thousand dollars to carry it on. The bill was 
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for sending out a smal! 
te the Navy, on a voyage of 
South Seas, which shoujd be 
prejudice to the Naval servige,— 
without any further appropriation to that sePvice 
within the year. This resolution was adopted; 
but was never sent to the Senate for concur- 
rence. The Executive procesded to carry the 
resolution into effect; and to carry on the project 
to the extent proposed in the original bill, as if 
that bill had been acted or and had become a 
law. They now send us the same bill, and ask 
us to pass it mune proiwne, to sanction what 
they had done without authority. If this sanc- 
tion were given, Congress, as it appeared to the 
Committee, would authorize the diversion of spe- 
cific appropriations to purposes which Congress 
had not authorized, and which, as in this in- 
stance, they had refused to authorize. The re- 
solution furnished no authority tothe Executive 
to act upon. That resolution had no force, 
inasmuch as it had not been concurred in by the 
Senate, and had not received the signatute of the 
President. No law could be made by one branch 
of Congress, excepting the rules of their own 
proceeding. The resolution proposes to use one 
of our small vessels for the exploration, if it can 
be done without prejudice to the naval service, 
and without any additional appropriation within 
the year; and the resolution was acted on, as if 
it had become a law. ‘Ihe Secretary caused the 
sloop of war Peacock to be rebuilt, He obtain- 
eda brig for the sum of ten thousand dollars, 
with the understanding that unless the bill passed 
the bargain should not stand. He contracted 
for a schooner, as a provision ship, on the same 
terms; he caghovell tt agent, at the expense, 
probably, of a thousand dollars, to obtain infor- 
mation from merchants, whalemen, and others, 
in this country, relative to the South Seas; he 
appointed a scientific corps to accompany the 
expedition, consisting of an astronomer, to whom 
the naval officers attached to the fleet should be 
assistants; naturalists; draftsmen and surveyors, 
and a historiographer, who was also to act in 
another capacity. The salaries of these persons 
were to be about sixteen hundred dollars each. 
The Secretary also purchased mathematical in- 
struments; designated naval officers to accom- 
pany the expedition; contracted for provisions; 
and engaged sailors whose experience and habits 
fitted them for the undertaking. This was the 
present state of the affair. 





An address has been published by the 
Committee of the Bunker Hill Monument 
Association, at Boston, calling on their 
fellow-citizens for additional contributions 
in aid of the work. ‘The sum of twenty- 
four thousand dollars was applied to extin- 
guish all the titles to the battle ground.— 
All the funds of the Society, with twenty 
thousand dollars m addition, have been ex- 
pended. Fifty thousand dollars, it is said 
will enable the Committee to complete the 
undertaking and retain the whole field; but, 
without this sum, a considerable part of the 
latter must be sold.

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POPULATION OF PENNSYLVANIA, 

List of the taxable inhabitants, deaf and dumb, and 
slaves in the several counties in the Commonwealth, 
from returns made to, the Governor, or by the Com- 
missioners of the respective counties for the years 
1831 and 1828, 
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The total amonnt of the returns for 1821, gives 
208,439 taxables, 485 deaf and dumb, and 224 slaves. 

In 1528, the total amount of taxables is 243,874, of 
deaf and dumb 464, and of slaves 76—giving an increase 
of 35,435 taxables, and a decrease in the deaf and 
dumb of 21, and in the namber of slaves of 148, which 
is, within a fraction, twice as many slaves as there are 
in the whele commonwealth. There are $ counties, viz: 
—Bradford, Lebanon and Semerset, which have pro- 
bably about 9,700 taxables, from which we have no re- 
turns. 

ye the usual rate of allowing five inhabitants for 
each taxable, the population of the state, under the cen- 
sus of 1821, was 1,042,195. That this is a safe average, 
and very near the truth, is proved by the census taken 
by the United States in 1820, which gave the number of 
inhabitants in the state at 1,049,458. Continuing the 
same estimation, multiplying the taxables by five, our 
popeiation in 1828 was 1,219.370, being an increase of 

77,185. The same regular progressive increase will 
make the population of Pennsylvania at the United 
States census in 1830, 1,270,939. To this however 
must be added a population of 51,000 from the $ coun- 
ties from which we have no returns. This will make 
our whole population at the United States census in 1830, 
about 1,321,939. 

The census of Pennsylvania in 1790, gave 434,373 
inhabitants ; in 1800, 602,548; im 1810, 810,091; in 
1820, 1,049,458 ; and in 1830, it will be 1,270,939, or 
thereabouts.
